A gemlemian who has lived in Franece & nume-
ber of yeurs, and s thoroughly fumiliar will
Fronch mauners aud customs, tells us that the
following, from an FEoglish magazine, gives an
exact account of the proeese of courtship, as Lo
ig regulated in good society there. It will be

ven that Freneh eourislip is something quite
ditferent from American courtsiip. Doubtless
it Lis dts merits:

“We will suppose that M, Horaze Delaunay
bins seen Mademolselle Rosnlie Dabois, or that
she Las been spoken of to him, sud thiat on ju-
quiry as to her position, ele,, he tinds she is u
person whom bhe would like to marry, He s
bound 1o observe n rigorous compliauce with
jnexorable ruies, the violalon of sny one of
which would probuably be the roioation of all
his hopes, Etiguette bas nothing to suy aboat
vhe atfoctions, Lat simply, like o treatise an
stratepics and tueties, Iays down certain methods
o! procecdivg without cousidering the cause of
auelinm,

“The first step which M. Delaunay or his
parents must take for bim s to ask a mutual
frieud to inguoire of the family of the young lady
il Lis offer of marrisge will bLe azreeable, It s
absolutely contrary to sll good Ureeding for M,
Delnunay to do this hiwsells aud it be 18 refused,
good breeding reguoires him to make no sigo of
disappoivtment, bul to rewain with the tamily,
just on the same footing ss belore.
